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REMARKS-General 

1. The newly drafted independent claim 21 incorporates all structural 
limitations of the original claim 9 and includes further limitations previously brought forth 
in the disclosure. No new matter has been included. All new claims 21 to 32 are 
submitted to be of sufficient clarity and detail to enable a person of average skill in the 
art to make and use the instant invention, so as to be pursuant to 35 USC 112. 

2. The cancellation of the original claims and the introduction of newly 
drafted claims 21 to 32 by the present amendment should serve to obviate the rejection 
based on the indefiniteness. Application respectfully submits that the newly presented 
claims are devoid of the criticisms noted of record by the Examiner and are believed to 
be in full compliance with the requirements of under 35USC 112, second paragraph.

3. The applicant submits that the newly drafted claims 21 to 32 particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the instant invention, as pursuant to 
35USC112.
